and its occupation by Dr. Turnbull, is 
correct, as all the articles emanating 
from the editor's pen appear to be to 
those who peruse "Dixie," and are not 
"for-ninst" the moral and social re- 
forms he has undertaken, under what 
appears to be a great disadvantage.

department, and its annual reports are 
addressed to congress. 


Yet the government does not flnanci 


the lied Cross. On occasions congress 
has voted contributions of money to 
It. Congress helped to build the new 
building, for instance. But the grea 
volume of its funds spent for relief 
work Is contributed by private indl 
vlduals. 
In times past most of its 


cash has come In the form of gifts 
less than 30 per cent of Its receipts be- 
ing from membership fees. But with 
tile quickened Interest In the

Cross the membership fees are becom 
ing an Important source of revenue. 


In time of war the Red Cross acts 


a* the auxiliary to tbe medical an4 
nursing services—the sanitary services, 
at they are called—of the army and 
navy. It is a case of tbe auxiliary be- 
ing greater than the thing aided. Many 
doubtless wander why the army and 
navy do not maintain their own hos 
pital services on an adequate scale. 
The answer Is that It has been found 
to be more efficient and less costly to 
give this task over to the Red Cross.

HELP EXTERMINATE PEST 


The campaign to control, M& $er- 


hapn eradicate, the sweet potato root 
weevil inaugurated a few weeks ago 
by Plant Commissioner Wilmon New- 
ell, under tbe direction ot the state 
plant board, ha* been officially recog- 
nised and approved by tbe secretary 
of agriculture, Hon. David F, Houston. 
Upon realising the serious menace 
which tbi* insect It to the sweet po- 
tato industry. Mr. Newell brought the 
matter to the attention of prominent 
officials in the other gulf state* and 
the latter, seeing at once the prac- 
ticability of eradicating the pest, join- 
ed in bringing the matter to the at 
tention of the secretary of agriculture. 
The result has been that the sum of 
$10,000 has been set aside tor a pre- 
liminary survey of~the infested terri- 
tory and for demonstration in control. 
measures 
This is without doubt the 


beginning of a systematic campaign 
of eradication

success which has attended the eradi 
cation of citrus canker and there ap-

Into thin slices, such as potatoes and 
cabbage; und the rotary hand sllcer Is 
adapted for use on n very wide range 
of material. A large sharp kitchen 
knife nmy be used when a handler 
cutting device Is not available. 
Care 


should be taken that the material Is 
sliced thin enough but not too thin. 
From an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch Is n fair thickness for most of 
the common vegetables to be sliced 
and dried. Very smull slices or strips 
dry more quickly because they expose 
a greater surface to the air than di 
larger cut pieces. But if cut too fln< 
they are mole difficult to handle ii 
drying, appear to lose somewhat In 
flavor, and cannot be used so advan 
fagcously to make dishes like those 


obtained" ' Prepared from the fresli foods. 


The slicing machines are not suit 


able for children's use, for they 
cut fingers as mercilessly nx they do 
vegefaides anil fruits, and o\en adults 
should exercise great caution in their 
use in the home. 


Good Packing and Storing, 


Although not'necessary, tin cans'or 


glass jars make good receptacles for 
Morugo of dried fruits er vegetables 
Pasteboard boxes with tight covers 
stout paper bugs, and patented parnflln 
paper cartons also afford ample pro- 
tection for dried products \\hen pro- 
tected from insects and ro'dents. The 
dried fruit or vegetables must be 
tectcd from the outside moisture and 
\\lll keep best in a cool, dry, well-ven- 
tilated place. These conditions, how- 
ever, are {lltfleult to olitnln In the more 
humid regions, and there moisture- 
tight containers should be used.

sort to drying. 


With simple and Inexpensive facili- 


ties, all housewives can save quanti- 
ties of food which are -too small con- 
veniently to can. A few sweet pota- 
toes or apples or peas or even a single 
turnip cun be dried and saved. Even 
when very small quantities are dried 
at a time, a quantity sufficient for a 
meal will soon be secured. 
Small lots 


of several dried vegetables, such ns 
cabbage, carrots, turnips, potatoes, and 
onions, can be combined to advantage 
for soupu and stews.

Cleanliness la ns necessary In the 


preparatfnn of vegetables and fruits 
for drying as In their preparation for 
canning, perhaps even more so. To 
secure a fine quality of dried products 
mnch>d*pend8 upon having the vege- 
table* absolutely fresh, young, tender, 
and.perfectly clean. If steel knives 
are used In paring and cutting have 
them clean and bright so ns not to dis- 
color the vegetable. The earthy urnell 
and flavor will cling rrf^root crops If 
they nre not washed thoroughly before 
slicing, and one decayed root may fla- 
vor several kettles of soup If the slices 
front It are •rattercd through * whole 
hMffcgOf dried material. High-grade 
drtM "root" vegetables cnn only bu | 
made from peeled root*. 


container also makes It more difficult 
for Insect* to spoil large quantities of 
dried fruits or vegetables. If a paper 
bag U used, the upper part should be 
twisted Into a neck, bent over, and tied 
tightly with a string. If a further 
precaution against spoilage Is neces- 
sary the bag can be coated with par- 
affin by painting It with a brush which 
hns been dipped Into melted paraffin. 
Another precaution may be taken by 
placing the small bags In a tin con- 
tainer with n tightly fitting cover, such 
as an ordinary lard can or pall.

To prevent 
this thfe material should be examined 
within 24 hours after packing, and U

To Dry Cauliflower. 


Clean, divide In small bunehw, 


blanch six minutes, and dry two to 
three hours at 110 degrees to 145 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 
Cauliflower will 


tarn very dark when drying, but will 
regain part of ithe color In soaking und 
cooking. Dried cauliflower Is especial- 
ly good In Houpx and omelet B.

Brussels sprouts may be handled la 


a similar way, but add a pinch of tod* 
to the blanching water.

Probably no other agency of man's

So, then, the really

school presupposes a like spirit in the 
community. 


Men of observation and intelligence 


have this fact in mind when seeking 
i location for a home. 
- Probably the (irst two questions ask- 
ed by nine out of every teti home 
seekers arc: "\Vh»< of your schools?" 
anil "What of your churches?" 


The really desirable citizen, with a 


family of sons and daughters to rear, 
s always suspicious of the town with- 
out good 
school facilities. 
He 
is 


aware of the fact that the mere ab- 
sence of these facilities argues a. lack 
>f interest on the part-of the commun- 
ity at large, and.-rightly refuses to 
cast his lot with them. 


So. that, from a material point of 


view, the higher we build our schools, 
the stronger the drawing power in 
the material things of life. 


We have said that the school is the 


barometer for the community. It is 
pre-eminently so from a standpoint of 
morals. The old adage. "As the fath- 
er, so the son," is fast losing its force 
in this day. Instead, we are tending 
to coin a counter-adage, "As the son, 
o the father." So that, as we build 
up our schools year by year to a high- 
er state of efficiency, they in turn are

There is a dispute about which 


is the oldest town in the United 
States, St. Augustine or New 
Smyrna. 
The arguments all fa- 


vor St. Augustine. New Smyrna 
was not settled until 1766, when 
Dr. Turnbull. who lived in Smyr- 
na, Asia Minor, brought over 1,500 
Jlinorcan slaves. 
The historic 


connections of St. Augustine are 
instilled into the minds of the Am- 
erican people and the city will still 
held to its claims. 
The above item, which appeared in 


the current issue of "Dixie." rerative 
to the' early history of New Smyrna 
and its occupation by Dr. Turnbull, is 
correct, as all the articles emanating 
from the editor's pen appear to be to 
those who peruse "Dixie," and are not 
"forninst" the moral and social re- 
forms he has undertaken under what 
appears to be a great disadvantage. 
The motto of "Dixie"—"If it is right 
we are for it"—defines the principle 
which he is endeavoring to uphold, 
and in this connection Charlie Jones, 
right as usual, has not proceeded far 
enough.

Its inlet, the location of the first 


reconnaissance

Menendez, as well as the spot where 
the massacre took place, which*result 
ed in driving the French out of Flor- 
ida, and the settlement of the~oldest 
city in America under the name of St.

£02 years previous to the occupation 
by Dr. Turnbull.
